He appears 
also to have put up a new pulpit in Bromham Church, which has on it the arms of Dyve 
impaling Hacket. He was appointed a Gentleman of the King's Privy-chamber in 1690 
and died without iisue, in 1685, leaving his next brother Lewis his heir.
